ticello, Illinois, was and is a 

family doctor. The whole 
human body, not any small part 
of it, was his practice. More ion 
half his “‘calls’’ were on women, 
children and babies. They are 
the ones most often sick.

Dr. Caldwell in the course of 40 
years’ practice, for he was grad- 
uated from Rush Medical College 
back in 1875, had found:a good 
deal of success in such cases with 
a prescription of his own contain- 
ing simple laxative herbs with 
pepsin. In 1892 he decided to 
use this formula in the manufac- 
ture of a medicine to be known as 
Dr. Caldwell’s Syrup Pepsin, and 
in that year the preparation was 
first placed on ove market.

United States Marshal Cooper Stout | 
ofthe Eastern District of Illinois,with | 
headquarters in East St. Louis, an- | 
nounced that he has assigned Dep- | 
uty Marshal George S. Simcox to the. 
East. St. Louis Switching District, 
which includes the switching termi- | 
nals in the city of St. Louis, Madison | 
and St. Clair Counties, and adjacent 
territory, and Simcox assumed | 
charge of the “Flying Squad.” Tim | 
Sullivan, who was chief of the squad | 
while it made its successful fight on 
the freight thieves in St. Louis and 
East St. Louis, which resulted in| 
more than 100 men being sentenced | 
to the penitentiary, and the recovery | 
of loot valued at more than $1,000.- | 
000, will remain in the squad. | 

When the Government took over. 
the railroads during the war and the | 
United States Railroad Administra- | 
tion was created for operating the 
roads, a survey disclosed that the 
East St. Louis switching district was | 
the source of great loss to the rail- 
roads because of freight thefts. 
Whole carloads of merchandise dis- 
appeared, automobile tires were 


stolen by truckloads, 
clothing and other articles, some of 
which was Government property be- 
ing shipped for export for use of the 
army overseas, disappeared. Fed- 
eral and municipal officers, loaded 
down with excess duty under war 
conditions, proved unable to locate 
loot and thieves, and make convic- | 
tions. 

The Railroad Administration se- 
lected several men and gave them 
the task of stopping the thefts. 

The squad found plenty of work at | 
the start, for the looting of freight 
cars was extensive. As a result of 
the squad's activity, some merchants 
have been sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary for buying stolen freight. The 
men convicted include policemen, 
railroad employes, including watch- 
men, switchmen, conductors, en- 
gineers and crew foremen, as well as | 
team owners, transfer drivers, and 
professional thieves. | 

The squad worked individually | 
and in conjunction with the secret 
service departments of the various 
railroads, and was aided by United 
States Marshals and police depart- 
ments of the district. 

With the return of the railroads to 
private ownership, it was expected | 
by some that the “Flying Squad” | 
would be automatically dispensed 
with, leaving the work to the indi-

The cost of living ts 
worrring him. he is aroused over 
what seems to him profiteering: he 
is restiess because conditions in the 
countries of Europe in which be 
feels a strong interest are disturbed. 
But the fundamental things seem to 
be theee that I have mentioned: 
unemployment, fatigue and  ignor- 
ance of industriel purposes. The 
ether matters are less urgent. Take 
wages, for instance. Up to a cer- 
tain point, naturally wages are the

Belief in spirtt communication is 
a cherished doctrine of the Rev. 
Frederick J. Hart, 75 years old, of 
4950 Columbia avenue, who is pas- 


tor of Reber FPiace Congregationa! 
Church. 
The minister said to a Post-Dis- 


patch reporter yesterday that 15 
years ago, and at intervals for a 
year thereafter, he received written 
messages through a medium, from 
his wife, who died in 1398, from his 
father and from other persons, one 
of them betng Henry Ward Beecher 
He said the messages from his 
father, his wife and a sister were in 
their handwriting, and that this con- 
vinced him of their genuineness. 

The minister, who is known to his 
friends as “Col. Hart,” because of 
having served as a youth in the 
Civil War, was ordained only i19 
years ago. He was previously in 
railroad work and mining enter- 
prises. He has painted a number of 
pictures in oil, some of which are 
displayed in his study He has also 
written a moving picture 
and a novel, both of which he savs 
have been accepted. His manner is 
that of a practical man, not a mys- 
tic.

New Ensemble’s Concert This

While all of the string instruments 
of an orchestra, except perhaps the 
viola, are familiar to concert-goers, 
as are also the trumpet and trom- 


bone among the brasses and the 
drums and kettledrums in the ‘“‘bat- 
tery,” there remains for many & 
somewhat mysterious region in the 
land of instruments—that of the 
woodwinds.

The preesntation of these relative- 
ly unfamiliar instruments both in 
solo and in combination is not the 
least of the attractions of the pro- 
gram to be given at 3 o'clock this 
afternoon at the Odeon by the first 
woodwind ensemble organized in St. 
Louis. It is composed of artists of 
the Symphony Orchestra, and the re- 
cital, in a sense a continuation of the 
series of popular Sunday afternoon 
concerts, will be at “‘pop’’ prices.

The oboe (its name is a corruption 
of the French “hautbois," or high- 
wind) ia the soprano of the family of 
double-reed instruments of which 
the English horn is the alto and the 
bassoon the bass, and is distinguished 
by the pensiveness and melancholy 
of ita tone.

Among other things, a com- 
mission with representatives from 
three departments of the Govern- 
ment has visited Key West, taken 
the testimony of a 1umber of wit- 
nesses, and made me a very 
lengthy and exhaustive report. 

“The manner of the exar ina- 
tion of these women was nothing 
leas than outrageous; it was never 
authorized by any really impor- 
tant government official, and if 
anything of the kind has hereco- 
fore occurred it was without my 
knowledge or consent, and, J am 
sure, without that of any other of- 
ficial in Washington. Two eubordi- 
nate government officials have 
been disciplined and orders have 
been given which I think will make 
it impossible for a similar occur- 
rence to take place in the future.

FORM TEACHERS’ ASSOCIATION

Louis, | 
where it has been conducting night | 
classes to train men in teaching the. 
| machinist, the electrical, and the 
'printer’s trades. Each student is) 
|required to have a grammar-school | 
|education, and to have been em-| 
| ployed at and to have a practical | 
knowledge of, the trade which he/| 
wishes to learn to teach. He is then | 
| instructed in both the theoretical | 
‘and practical side of teaching, and 
|is required as a part of his training 
'to teach one night a week in the lo-| 
| cal night schools. When graduated, 
he is offered a position either in- 
‘some public school or university, or 
|as civilian instructor of vocational | 
| work in the army. This latter posi- 
tion carries with it a minimum Bal- | 
ary of $1800, exclusive of board, |

the $1800 is clear, and under cer- 
tain cases of ability may be  in- 
creased to $2400 a year.

Statement on Prohibition. 


His full statement on prohibition 
was: 

They say that a man who goes 
around hunting for trouble usu- 
ally finds it. There is trouble 
enough in a candidate's life with- 
out looking for more, goodness 
knows. But I do not believe in 
pussyfooting or sidesteppinr or 
dodging whenever a controversial 
issue comes in sight. 


From the political standpoint I 
suppose it would be wise to dodge 
the ever-present prohibition ques- 
tion, but I do not care to play the 
game that way. I believe that a 
man should express his views as a 
candidate and should stand by 
them if elected. Just as I believe 
in free speech, so I believe in in- 
dividual liberty. 

Although I am opposed as the 
most ardent prohibitionist to the 
low saloons and dives-as they have 
been conducted in the past, I am 
also opposed to the principles 
underlying the eighteenth amend- 
ment. If I am elected, I shall, of 
course, regard the will of the peo- 
ple as expressed in the referen- 
dum in November as binding on 
me. The Anti-Saloon League has 
filed suit to prevent this referen- 
dum, but I believe the people of 
this State have the right to be 
heard on this matter and have 
pledged myself, if elected, to 
carry out their mandate, as so ex- 
pressed. To do otherwise would 
be to ignore the spirit of our dem- 
ocratic institutions and to set my 
personal opinion above that of the 
people I would represent. Let me 
read what I said in my platform 
on that subject: 

“Although I recognize the evils 
of intemperance and of the sa- 
loon af it has been conducted in 
the past, I am notin favor of the 
eighteenth aeamendment, and will 
vote against it In the referendum 
in this State in November next. 

“I also believe in the American 
principle that a representative is 
elected to carry out the wishes of 
his constituents on matters on 
which they have had an oppor- 
tunity to express themselves, and 
if elected my vote would be gov- 
erned in matters affecting prohi- 
bition by the will of the people of 
this State as expressed in the ref- 
erendum in November. If the 
eighteenth amendment is upheld 
by the courts, it must of course 
be enforced. as individual opinion 
must vield to the majesty of the 
law or anarchy will result.”

One gentleman—a well-known 
member of the National Sporting 
Club—who sat at the foot of my 
corner, told me afterwards when I 
was sipping tea at a cafe close by 
and being made embarrassed by 
gorgeous bouquets of flowers 
showered upon me by various 
ladies who had witnessed my 
triumph, that he had offered a 
thousand to three against me. and 
there were no takers. [I agreed 
that even such extravagant odds 
were justified. Let me tell what 
happened. 


It Was My Greatest Gamble. 


A year before, I had lost to 
both Papke and Frank Klaus. the 
American middleweights. Each 
had punished me terribly, and had 
set me wondering whether I 
shougji completely recover from 
the effects of those two desperate 
encounters. With every reason. 
the experts declared that if I could 
not beat a middleweight, it were 
foolish, imprudent. suicidal to at- 
tempt to conquer the best heavy- 
weigh? in Great Britain. a man 
many inches taller and at least a 
couple of stone heavier. 

For the first time I will make 
this confession. | entered into a 
match with Wells, knowing ful! 
well that I was plunging into the 
greatest gamble of my life. I 
realized that were I beaten, my 
stock would be at a discount. and 
since I was getting heavier every 
day and could not comfortably de 
anything short of the light heavy- 
weight limit, I would be relegated 
to quite a humble position. 

It was mad for me to tackle 
Wells in 1913, for the Bombadter, 
whatever may be said to the con- 
trary, was a better man than he ts 
today. 

My victory brought me the fame 
I sought after, and it meant rob- 
bing Wells of whatever confidence 
ever possessed.

mantic sense of an American. The years 

since then have been filled with achieve- 

ment, and certainly not devoid of ad- 
a venture; for Hoover lived through, and fought in the 
4 dramatic siege of Tientsin, that curtain raiser for the 
. % 


terrifying Boxer rebellion in China, when the forces 
* . of reaction attempted to wipe out the “foreign devils” 
i and stifle Christianity. 

The other day a man who was with Mr. Hoover in 
China told me the story of those breathless days. E. 
G. Adams is now a consulting engineer in New York 
City. Soon after he was graduated from Rensselaer 
Polytechnic Institute he went out to China, first as 
be @ teacher, later as a contracting engineer. Yor sev- 

| @ral years he saw Hoover in action. 

In an hour taken from his busy day, Mr. Adams told 
me the following story; not, as he put it, for a news- 
paper feature, but because he believes so firmly in the 
eharacter and ability of Herbert Hoover. 

Up to the time of the outbreak of the rebellion, life 
fn the strange old Chinese port had been pleasant. 
There were all nationalities in the foreign section of 
Tientsin—that gave the place color and social zest. 

“Hoover came to Tientsin in 1898," said Mr. Adams. 
a “He was young at the time, only 24, but he had already 
: made an international name for himself by his ability 

te organize old and abandoned gold mines in Australia 
and to put them on a paying basis. 

“The Hoover of that time was certainly different 
physically from the robust Hoover of today. He was 
slightly built. I can remember thinking at the time 
that Herbert Hoover would be a great man some day if 
he lived, but I was afraid he wouldn't, for he seemed 
to have more nervous energy than his slim frame could 
stand. 

“Mra, Hoover was out there with him--—and in spite 
of the fact that he was intensely interested in his pro- 
fessional duties, he always found time to enter into 
the social life of the port. He had come there prarc- 
tically unknown, but soon he was recognized as a man 
of unsual ability, not only in his own line, but in out- 
side activities as well. I remember sitting in 
the club out there one day with a retired 
British army officer. He had been watching 

‘ Hoover in his activities about the port for 
some time. ‘Your friend Hoover, be said, 
‘doesn't take long to get at the salient points 
of any argument!’ I remember that, curiously 
enough, because it was the first time I’d ever 
heard the word salient used in such a con- 
nection. One remembers those little things. 


“Hoover had been sent out as an engineer- 
ing adviser to the Chinese Government. Fo: 
two years his work took him through a large 
portion of North China and Manchuria, pros- 
pecting the gold deposits. His researches dis- 
closed the fact that while gold is very widely 
gistributed throughout a large section of Nori’ 
China, Manchuria and Korea, only in the lasi 
country have deposits been found that are im- 
portant enough to warrant the installation of 
modern mining machinery. In spite of this, 
the natives today keep panning it from the 
rivers and bringing it out as their ancestors 
have done for centuries in quantities and at prices 
: barely allowing them to keep soul and body together. 
om “Mrs. Hoover proved a great help in this work. She 
Ee _ had been graduated with Mr. Hoover, in the same class 
and the same course, at Leland Stanford University. 
No trip, no matter how far into the wild interior or 
off the beaten track, was too arduous for her to under- 
take. She went with him on a native pony or in a 
Chinese cart; they were difficult trips, too, some of 
them. Hoover had roughed it a good deal before 
he came out to China, but on returning from one of 
these expeditions into the outlying districts [ can 
remember his language quite distinctly. It was char- 
acteristic of the man-—rough and to the point!” 
During the winter of 1899-1900 the foreigners in 
China had commenced to feel coming disaster in the

Southern Chi Li. It was ‘neown to the natives as the 
I-ho-chu-an, the League of United Patriots, or, to 
make a bad Chinese pun, “the League of the Righteous 
Fists,” and then, with another twist, “The Boxers.” 
Their avowed purpose was the murdering of all for- 
eigners and of the converted Chinese. 

Travelers in the country had seen ominous signs. 
Strange, uncouth drilling in the fields. Weapons, such 
as farm implements, did not strike terror to the heart; 
but soon these impromptu gatherings were known to 
have achieved a strength of some 3,000,000, and sym- 
pathy for the movement was growing in royal circles 
at Peking. Terrible murders of Chistian Chinamen 
begun to take place. A reign of terror was-established 
ir. practically every town where there were Christian 
missionaries. No check came to the outrages. They 
were often characterized by the most appalling tor- 
tures. A little savagery seemed to make them wild

for more. Missionaries were obliged to flee to the coast 
and seek protection from the small allied fleet there. 

In June the situation in Tientsin became perilous. 
The Boxers, in forces of from 40,000 to 50,000, had Been 
gradually working their way toward the city. There 
was excitement and unrest in the Chinese half of 
the city; in the Foreign City, it became apparent that 
the blow must soon fall. On June 15 houses and 
churches began to be burned. At any moment it be- 
came apparent that more serious trouble might arise. 
Hoover, Adams and others of the colony had been liv- 
ing in comfortable brick houses at the outskirts of the 
foreign settlement. It was no longer safe. In the cen- 
ter of the city was a large stone building, military in 
appearance, with a commanding tower. This was 
kuown as Gordon Hall, and had been the social center 
of the foreign settlement. To this place the women 
and children were moved, and made as comfortable as 
possible, with little clothing, practically no bedding and 
small room for so many frightened refugees. 

That night they could watch the ravaging in the 
native village from the tower of Gordon Hall. A red 
lantern, carried by the Boxers, was their sign to fellow 
Boxers to desist from the work of murdering. Thou- 
sands of lanterns could be seen darting through the 


dark streets, and with the light from burning houses, 


the scene became one of lurid and weird, 
magic. 

June 17 was a bright Sunday morning. On 
that day the actual bombardment of Tientsin 
by the Boxers began. There were few allied 
troops in the town. Most of them had been 
sent to the relief of Christians elsewhere. lor 
a time the situation looked desperate indeed. 
The civilians were immediately called in to 
assist and were organized under the able di- 
rection of the British, but telegraph, telephone 
and railways systems had been destroyed. It 
was necessary to protect the foreign city from 
the onrush of that yelling horde of mad Chi- 
nese. 


To tne rear protection was offered by a 
mud wall constructed by the Chinese them- 
selves many years before. Along this Ad- 
ams and others were placed as guards. [lor 
a mile and a half, however, the river front was with- 
out shelter. On the other side, sometimes as near as 
400 or 500 feet, were the Boxer snipers. There was 
no way of preventing nearer approach. 

Mr. Hoover was not a man to remain inactive in such 
a crisis. In the storehouses of the Foreign City were 
thousands of bales of camel's hair, clipped from the 
beasts of the Gobi Desert. Hoover called on some 15 


men of his own organization, and with these he or- 


ganized a construction gang, making use of the refugee 
Chinamen, Christians, who had fled to the Foreign City 
for protection. Night and day, under constant shel) 
and rifle fire, they worked along the river construct- 
ing barricades, behind which it was possible for them 
to have shelter and keep back the approaching Boxers 
by rifle fire. 


“J wish that you could have seen Hoover at that 
time,” said Mr. Adams, laughing in spite of the grim- 
ness of the memory. “He had a curious combination 
ef clothing. I remember one day I met him as [I was 
going out to take a post, and he was walking down 
toward the barricades. He had-on an Eastern sun hel- 
met, an English jacket of some sort, roll puttees, that 
in those days were peculiar to the Indian troops, and 
strapped to his hip a huge Western American rifle. 


“Tl remember, too, that [ always envied him his 
coolness under fire in those first uncertain days, when 
we scarcely knew whether or not we would get out 
alive. I always duck when a shell comes past, or a 
bullet whizzes near; but not Mr. Hoover. He stood 
with his head up and never a quiver. It was an in- 
spiration.” 


The siege was not only carried on by the shell fire, 
but in the streets themselves an occasional Boxer 
sniper managed to hide; nowhere proved safe. At the 
railroad station a determined attack of 14,000 troops

the back of the town the bridge was completely blocked 
by the bodies of murdered men, women, children and 
animals that had floated down from the towns above, 
where the massacres had been perpetrated with in- 
tense fury. 


On June 28 a relief party arrived. From then on 
actual fighting for the civilians was eased. By July 1 
there were 15,000 foreign troops in Tientsin, against 
some 50,000 Chinese outside. In the distance it was 
possible to see the banners of the huge army of Yuan 
Shih Kai, who had been ordered to move on Tientsin: 
but had so far only camped beyond the Chinese city, 
and prudently realized that such a situation could not 
last, and there would be a back-kick from the allies 
presently. On July 13 the allies felt strong enough to 
attack the Chinese city. They captured it, with the 
loss of about a thousand men, among them 28 Ameri-

Thus, when the London Times raised a fund and in- 
quired to what use it would best be put, the British 
Ambassador to Turkey suggested the erection of a 
church, although bandages, medicine and all sorts of 
supplies were desperately needed.

Her interviews with Queen Vic- 
toria and Prince Albert resulted, eventually, in sweep- 
ing reforma, not only in army medical methods, but in 
the construction of both military and civil hospitals, 
and many of her plans are up-to-date at thia time. 
The reorganization which she directed from her sick- 
room, and which was accomplished over the obstinacy 
of & sluggish and old-fashioned bureaucracy, dnd in 
the face of the most distracting obstacles, became the 
groundwork of the present system, and occupied a 
space of 40 years. 

The fight which she waged for sanitation and the in- 
stallation of humane and scientifie methods in Indfa, 
fill a book. Her indomitable courage, her divine pa- 
tience, her tremendous force, served her steadily. In 
1907 King Kdwafd bestowed the Order of Merit upon 
her, the first woman to receive it. In 1908 the freedom 
of the City of London was accorded her. “Florence 
Nightingale Societies” spread over the face of the 
earth.

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Built at the expense of the heart. 


T IS not the man with the biggest muscles who 
is in the best physical condition; often the 
muscles have been developed at the expense ol 
the heart, declares Walter Camp, noted football 
authority and writer on sports. 
The trouble with the average man is that 
either he doesn’t take enough exercise or 
takes the wrong sort, Camp says. He asserts that most 
of the popular notions about exercise are wrong. Bend- 
ing over and touching the floor, rising on the toes and 
flexing the biceps are good examples of the kind of 
exercise not to take, he remarks. 

“The real essential part of the engine is the part 
under the hood—the heart, lungs and trunk,” he con- 
tinues. “Ordinarily a man’s legs and arms are strong 
enough. They suit themselves automatically to his 
profegsion. If he is a blacksmith or a lumberman, he 
has big.arm muscles—his work will develop them. If 
he is not, he doesn’t need them. No man ever has oc- 
casion in ordinary life to bend over stiff-legged and 
touch the floor. If he has to pick up something off the 
floor he can stoop, that’s what his knees are for.” 

The writer’s conclusions, after more than 40 years 
of constant contact with athletics, are contained in a 
book, “Handbook of Health,” just off the presses of 
Appleton & Co. 

The follies to which the average American is ad- 
dicted in the way of taking exercise, he says, are nu- 
merous. Among them a high place is given to the 
habit of taking violent exercise at separated periods— 
once a week, once a month or twice a year. The re- 
sults, he asserts, are worse than if no exercise had 
been taken, because the heart is overtaxed, the muscles 
are exhausted and the man subsequently takes on sur- 
plus weight. 

“We let ourselves be deluded, ” the writer goes on, 
“into thinking that the physically fit man is the one 
with the bulging muscles. We have admired the pro- 
portions of our strong men and tried to be like them, 
thinking that the nearer we approached that ideal the 
more physically fit we would be. 

“Some scientifically trained leaders of athletics have 
known better all the time; but it took the war to bring 
it home to us. The muscle-heavy man could not 
stand the strain of war as well as another man, which 
means that he cannot stand the strain of peace as well. 
Why? Because his heart has paid the price of his 
muscles.” ° 

Further on he says: “The first sign of age is stiff: 
ness. I might even say that a man is as old as he 
is stiff. The muscles of the trunk are the first to grow 
stiff unless they are exercised. - Watch him get up from 
his chair. If he catches hold of the arms of the chair 
and lifts himself up, he is growing stiff in the body. 
He is neglecting the muscles of the trunk and employ- 
ing those of the arms, which probably do not need the 
exercise. 

“The result of the neglect is soon apparent. He 
grows shorter as he grows older, because he stoops for- 
ward; the sagging compresses chest and stomach, and 
indigestion follows. The man is old before his time. 
He may be a farmer or a laboring man with pow- 
erful arm or leg muscies. In fact, this type of man 
often goes down first, as we all know. What he needs 
is a trunk so strengthened, and a chest so expanded, 
that be will, without effort, hold himself erect.”

“Daily regular exercise in moderate doses is the thing 
that keeps men fit. An extremely sedentary 50 weeks, 
broken into by a debauch of exercise for two weeks

“There are many people who believe that they 
can do anything they please for a week, as long as they 
indulge in an orgy of exercise at the week-end,” he 
saya.

“They are the same ones who think they tan get 
through the year by having two weeks’ vacation, in 
which they indulge in all kinds of violent exercises. 
These cases are easily recognized. When they first 
come back they are rather prone to take things éasy 
for a while, and in a week or two begin to dread the 
very thought of exercise, as their business tires them 
out too much. Finally, in a month they are putting 
on flesh rapidly, still holding on to the appetite gaine@ 
out of doors, but doing nothing to earn the right to 
indulge it.” 

A chapter is devoted to factors which impair the 
health. “Fear practically paralyzes not only muscular 
control but mental alertness. Living in dread gradual- 
ly lowers the tone of the system and saps thé nerves. 
The best relief for an acute case is to do something to 
get the blood into normal tirculation, breathe deeply 
and think of brave things.” * * * 

“Anger piles up poisons in the system. It is not un- 
usual for a person who gets thoroughly angry to be- 
come ill soon afterward.” 

Fashions in clothing come in for the author’ s censure, 
partitularly tight collars and belts and short shoes. 
“& tight collar compresses the artertes tn the neck 
and is very apt to lead to headache or cerebral conges- 
tion. Moreover, it makes the neck and throat ex- 
tremely sensitive. * * * Tight clothes restrict the 
circulation and interfere greatly with the general 
health.” The“author is a strong advocate of soft col- 
lars. If we must wear stiff ones, get them large, as 
the English do, he says. 

The humble “gallus” receives its meed of praise in 
the book. “A man can go further and work more at 
ease with some form of suspender than with a belt,” 
Camp writes. “The easiest and coolest costume for 
long work in warm weather is trousers, supported by 
suspenders, and a shirt cut as boys’ jumpers are cut, 
namely, short and with a string around the bottom.” 

He advises the drinking of eight glassea of water a 
day, preferably between meals. It should be cool but 
not iced, he says, pointing out that it requires the 
stomach 20 minutes to raise the temperature of ice 
water to the normal temperature of the body. 

Taken as a whole, games of sport are much_better 
than any other forms of exercise, because of the pleas- 
ure which combines with the effort, he says. Inei 
dentally, he calls attention to some of the old “blue 
laws’ of the Dominion of New Hampshire, with the 
grateful observation that they are no longer enforced.

E WERE fully four blocks from the 
corner of the Calle Concordia and 
Lucena when we heard a roar which 
sounded like the rush of waters at 
Niagara. 

“The Blues are winning!” shouted 
my Cuban cicerone. 

“Sounds more like the Reds!”’’ I replied, as the roar 
increased in volume, due to our motor’s speed down 
the narrow calle. 

“You mean the Whites,” corrected my companion. 
“The first match tonight is between the Whites and 
the Blues.” . 

I did not think it of sufficient importance to inform 
my friend that I was thinking of the Bolsheviki and 
he would not have seen the point of my joke if | 
had explained it. He was too intent on reaching his 
seat in the Fronton to think of anything. And for 
good reason. He had a $500 bet on the Blues. 

So we dropped the conversation and, parking the 
car, dashed into the huge building which loomed up 
before us. There an amazing sight greeted my eyes. 
Four thousand of the most excited men : ever saw in 
my life were shouting at the top of their lungs while 
four men, equipped with peculiarly shaped wicker bas- 


- hete, were playing a sort of glorified handball on an 


enormous stone court. 

Of course, I knew it was jai-alai. A dozen Cubans 
who had urged me to be sure and witness it had ex- 
plained it more or less thoroughly. But they had 
utterly failed to convey the mental picture which I 
received when I stepped into the Fronton, as the 
building in which this ganie is played is called. 

No mere description can give any idea of this amaz- 
ing game as it is played in Havana. The game itself, 
of course, is easily described. It is simply the old 
Spanish “pelota,” which was derived from the same 
simple sport of which our modern games of tennis and 
handball are variations. 

Despite the fact that it is the fastest and most diffi- 
cult game of skill I have ever witnessed, the sport 
iteelf sinks into insignificance as compared with the 
behavior of its audience. There is no doubt that it is 
the most popular public indoor pastime in Havana. 
Three nights a week and also on Sunday afternoon 
the Fronton, which covers an entire city block, is 
filled with several thousand excited Cubans, who

spectators. 
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Jai-Alai makes tennis seem as tame as 


ping-pong, and there’s no end to. 
the thrills for the spectator — 
Gambling is the chief object so. 
far as the public is concerned 


wager tens of thousands of dollars on their favorite 
teams and players. It is the biggest gambling hall 
in the Western Hemisphere. And the betting is con- 
tinuous and the odds are constantly changing and red- 
capped betting messengers are everywhere in evidence. 

If some enterprising American sporting man would 
introduce this game of jai-alai into America as it is 


played in Havana, they would become millionairés in * 


six months. But as betting is forbidden in practically 
all the states where it would be profitable to exhibit 
it, Americans will have to go to Havana to witness 
it. Without betting it is doubtful if jai-alai would 


._ draw more than a handful of Cubans, although it is the 


Spanish national ball game. The Cubans want to gam- 
ble, and because jai-alai gives them that opportunity 
in a peculiarly interesting and hazardous fashion, it is 
the most fnteresting pastime in Havana. 


When we arrived at our seats, which were close to 
the betting ring, the first match between the Whites 
and the Blues was almost over. We had lingered over 
dinner on the terrace of the Dos Hermanos, a de- 
lightful restaurant overlooking the harbor, and it was 
nearly 9 o’clock when we reached the Fronton. The 
jai-alai games afe scheduled to start at 8 o’clock, and 
as far as I could find out, they are the only perform- 

ances of any kind in the Cu- 

a ban capitabthat start on time.

Whites?” The players are not 
armed with tennis 
racquets, but with scoop-shaped baskets which are 


fastened to their right arms and they have not only to 
catch the bal in the cesta, as it is called, but hurl it 
back against the front wall so that it will strike be- 
tween two parallel lines, which, with the boundaries 
of the court, make a surface 36 feet square. 


No game that I have ever seen requires”half as much 
strength, endurance and skill as jai-alai. A champion- 
@ship tennis match is like a game of ping-pong beside 
it. The physical effort of hurling the ball against the 
front wall from the 150-yard line is prodigious, let 
aione the skill that is required to catch it. And the 
gume is played so fast that only one in the pink of 
condition can handle it. Consequent- 
ly it is not surprising that no one 
takes up jai-alai as one does golf, for 
instance. Only players who have been 
trained from childhood are able to 
play it, at least professionally. 

As luck would have it, the Blues 
won the first match of 25 points. This 
was the signal for the wildest sort of 
demonstration, -despite the fact that 
everyone had been cheering on tip- 
toes for nearly 50 minutes. Higino 
and Elola, the members of the. win- 
ning team, were almost assaulted by 
their admiring friends, who had won 
money on them. The fact that they 
were wringing wet with perspiration 
and practically exhausted did not pre- 
vent them from being kissed and em- 
braced by the crowd until they were 
carried to their dressing rooms: 

Place your bets on the next quinel- 
la,’ urged my cicerone, who was 
highly pleased over the victory of the 
Blues, which had almost doubled his 
$500, since the odds were about even.

As at the race track 
at Oriental Park, the 
pari-mutuel betting sys- 
tem is used, as well as 
direct betting with the 
bookmakers. And we 
left our seats to buy our 
tickets on  Larrinaga 
and take a little liquid 
nourishment. 

The Fronton is more 
than a mere temple for 
jai-alai. It is the home 
of 12 bars and the ideal place for anyone on 4 
liquid diet to spend an evening. The intervals 
between the matches are usually long, but there 
have not been any complaints about it. The jai-alai 
games do not get the smart set of Havana, except on 
very rare occasions. The fair sex is represented only 
by a few American women in the boxes in the first 
balcony. Jai-alai is a man’s game as far as Havana is 
concerned and it is just as well so. I’m in favor of it. 

A warning bell sent us scurrying back to our seats 
for the quinella, which proved even more exciting than 
the first match between the White and the Blues. The 
game began between two players, who held the court 
until one of them scored. The loser then surrendered 
his place to a third player, who continued to hurl the 
ball back and forth against the distant wall with his 
opponent until another point was scored. The loser 
was then replaced by a fourth player, and so it con- 
tinued until six points were scored by one player, who, 
of course, was the winner of the quinella. 

The playing was even faster than in the foursome 
and the constant replacing of the losing players and 
the changing scores made the match amazingly excit- 
ing. At one time Larraniga had five points to his 
nearest rival’s 3, but Echevarria, by a combination of 
luck and brilliant plays, succeeded in scoring the 
needed six points first. 

Throughout the entiré match there was as much 
excitement among the spectators as is only encountered 
in the ninth inning of a tie game in a big league base- 
ball game, when there are two out and three men on 
bases. Difficult returns of the ball, which often 
caused the players to perform unbelievable contortions, 
raused shouts and cheers which I expected would raise 
the roof at any moment. Even an actors’ equity meet- 
ing during the recent strike was quiet as a ward of 
sleeping babies compared with the Cuban jai-alai 
“fans” during a quinella. 

A second match for 30 points betweer new teams of 
Whites and Blues followed the usual interval for bet 
placing and drinking. It was called off, however, wher 
the score was i2 to 8 in favor of the Blues, because 

. of the sudden illness of 
one of the White play- 
ers. It was whispered 
that he had bet a lot 
of money on himself 
and that when he saw 
he was losing the match 
he decided it was bet- 
ter to lose 30 cents on 
the dollar than the 
whole amount. At any 
rate, those who bet on 
the Whites received 
about two-thirds of 
their money back and 
the holders of Blue tick- 
ets won in about the 
same proportion.

Centenary of Florence Nightingale, founder of modern 
nursing, to be celebrated May 12—This remarkable 
woman who lifted nursing out of the class of drudg- 
ery and made it a profession, succeeded only after 
overcoming almost unsurmountable obstacles—Had 
keen sense of humor and used caustic wit on her op- 


ponents -O- -O- -O- 


NE HUNDRED years ago next month 
was born one of the most remarkable 
women that ever lived. Wherever beds 
of pain are made easier and human suf- 
fering is lightened, the centenary of Flor- 
ence Nightingale will be an event, be- 
cause she, more than any woman in the 
world’s history, made possible the modern methods 
and devices whereby aid and comfort are given to 
the sick and wounded. 

Moreover, it may be said, there have been few, either 
men or women, whose labor and sacrifice bore such 
magnificent fruits, and to whose work there now ex- 
ists such a tremendous monument. For not alone wae 
she the founder of modern nursing, but the sctentific 


construction of hospitals is largely due to ber 
thought and effort. , . 
To those whe have grown familiar with nursing 


and its important place in the life of peoples, it mays 
seem fantastic that less than 70 years ago the nursing 
profession was commonly regarded as one which neo 
respectable woman could enter, and which was vir- 
tually composed of somewhat hardened females whose 
greatest qualification was that of being “born nurses,” 
and whose general failing was a fondness for drink. 

Yet such was the case, and such was the field entered 
by Florence Nightingale, an English gentlewoman of 
wealth, position and culture, and she embarked upon 
that career only after seven years spent in overcom- 
ing the objections of family and friends, who felt that 
their acquiescence in her plans practically amounted 
tc consigning her to the devil for all time. 

Thus parental objection of the most determined sort, 
combined with popular superstition, hoary tradition, 
opposition from the medical profession and numerous 
other obstacles to prevent her from engaging in the 
career which was to make her immortal, and blaze the 
path for the vast humanitarian work that was to 
follow. + 

If the dead could speak, millions of soldiers who fell 
in the great war would rise and call her blessed, with 
that same humble gratitude which made the wounded 
‘Tommies from the Crimea turn in their hospital beds 
as she passed and kiss her shadow ag it fell upon the 
walls. 

Yet “The Lady With the Lamp” who was the sub- 
ject of Longfellow’s moving poem is shown by closer 
inquiry, to have been, in reality, very. little like the 
Florence Nightingale of popular legend. She was not 
a divinely inspired girl, setting forth upon an ideal- 
istic quest in Joan of Arc fashion. The contrary is 
true. Miss Nightingale was a woman of great intel- 
lectual power and poise, whose saintly patience and 
practical forethought were spiced with an irrepressible 
sense of humor, which often found expression in caustic 
letters which fairly blistered people and conditions who 
tried her forbearance. 

In addition she was an adroit politician, who “pulled 
vires” in the most fascinating fashion, and made and 
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unmade high officers 
of state. Her sense 
of the practical was 
always to the fore. 
This may be illus- 
trated by her reply 
to an enthuatastic

What a contrast to the 
_ high-powered auto oe of today! 
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“The Greatest Mother in the World,” 
was born in Florence, Italy, May 12, 
1820, and was named for the place of 
her birth. Her father was a man of 
high attainments, and his personal 
teaching was largely responsible for 
the high plane of her thinking in 
later years. 

Early in life she conceived that she 
had a mission to perform, and she 
soon determined that it was to be 
among the suffering. Her first re- 
corded essay at her profession was in 
the case of a dog whose legs had 
been broken, and which was to be 
shot. The girl of 16 years intervened, 
took charge of the dog, and nursed 
it back to soundness. 

Social opportunities of the sort that 
would be the envy of most girls, even 
now, were placed in her way as she 
came into womanhood. ‘Titled fami- 
lies formed the bulk of her parenta’ 
acquaintances. Summer mouths were 
spent in the great houses at Lea 
Hurst, near Homsey, and winters in 
london. Operas, teas, receptions and 
travel comprised her occupations. But

Florence Nightingale’s home, near Romsey. 
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she was not satisfied. Letters written during that peri- 
oc to her intimates were filled with references to her 
restless longing to ‘“‘be of some use,” and with railings 
at her “utterly worthless mode of existence.” 

But her first reference to her ambition met with 
horrified exclamations. ‘‘Why don't you become a 
cook?’ asked her outraged mother. 

The next seven years formed a repetition of such 
periodical scenes, with nothing to Indicate that she was. 
near to her objective. 

A chance visit of her parents to Carlsbad, Germany, 
for the baths, however, gave her the opportunity she 
sought. Near there was the Deaconess establishment 
at Kaiserswerth, which was acknowledged as the one 
European hospital in which a woman could be em- 
ployed without permanent disgrace. While her rela- 
tives enjoyed the pleasures of Carlsbad, she spent her 
time at Kaiserswerth in study, and thus got the rudi- 
ments of her training. 

In an endeavor to erase these “dangerous” and 
“heretical” ideas from her mind, she was taken on @ 
tour that included Kgypt and Greece. Spe met many 
learned men and women, and invariably impressed 
them with her clearness and quickness of thought, and 
the virility of her temperament. So, her mother 
wailed: 

“Why will not she be happy enjoying the reputa- 
tion she has gained, and in staying at home and culti- 
vating the gifts which God has given her?” 

But “writing beautiful letters,” and starring at “po- 
lite conversation’ dM not fill the wants of Florence 
Nightingale’s soul. As she observed, she strove to say 


to herself: “Behold, the handmaid of the Lord---ne 
the handmaid of correspondence, or music, or meta 
physics.” 


When she was 25, however, there came into her life 
something that nigh realized her parents’ hopes, an@ 
almost deprived the world of the whole-hearted labor of 
one of its greatest benefactors. The “something” was 
a man, and he was in love with Florence Nightingale, 
He was described as brilliant, of high station, noble 
character and amiable disposition. Whether Florence 
Nightingale loved him, and sacrificed her heart to ber 
soul, is not clear to this day. It is certain that 
she held for him a strong affection; that she instine- 
tively leaned on him for companionship and support, 
and that she wavered in the face of his repeated pro- 
posals of marriage. The evidence indicates that her 
sentiment for him was as great as impels most womea 
to marriage. 

She wrote to a friend: “I think some have every 
reason for not marrying, and that for these it is much 
better to educate the children already in the world 
and can't be got out of it, than to bring more into it.” 

So she renounced The Great Experience for the 
greater one. 

She had accepied charge of a benevolent institution 
in London when the Crimean War broke.out. Britaig 
was electrified by dispatches telling of the storming of 
the heights of Alma, where, after a lapse of 40 years 
from continental warfare, the British soldier showed 
again bis desperate courage. 

In a few Gays, however, came the famous letters 
from “Our Special Correspondent” to the Londos 
Times, telling of the heart-rending conditions in Hrit- 
ish hospital ships and hospitals. : 

“The manner in which the sick and wounded are 
treated is worthy only of the savages of Dahomeny,” 
he wrote.
